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WAR OPENS ON 
GEORGIA TAA 
UN FRANCHISES 


Constitutionality of Recent Act 
Will Be Tested in Fed- 
efal Courts 


GEORGIA RAILROAD JV, 
COMPTROLLER WRIGHT 


Bill Was Filed Yesterday in United 
States Circuit Court — Comp- 
troller Ordered To Show 
Cause Before Judge New- 
man on January 30, 


The constitutionality of the franchise 
tax act of this state wil) be given a 
thorough test in the United States courts, 


the bill that involves this point having 
been filed yesterday in the circuit court 
for the northern district Of Georgia. 

The case sounds in the docket of the 
clerk of the United States court as the 
Georgia Railroad and Banking Company 
against William A. Wright, comptroller 
general of Georgia, and the questions 
involved arise out of the franchise tax 
act passed by the general assembly in 
1902 at the fall session. 

Judge William T. Newman, of the 
United States court, ordered that the 
comptroller general show cause befor him 
January 30 why the prayer of the com- 
plainants should not be granted and al- 
lowed a restraining order temporarily 
preventing the state from collecting the 
taxes in déSpute until the matter shall 
have bee determined finally. , 

The bill was prepared and filed by 
Joseph B. and Bryan Cumming, of Au- 
gusta, and King, Spalding & Little, of 
Atlanta, for the Georgia Railroad and 
Banking Company, and it is stated that 
the case will be fought to a finish. It 
will be carried to the Supreme court of 
the United States by the party losing 
in this court, and when the tribunal de- 
cides the questions Involved it will be 
known whether this state has a_ consti- 

franohiee-tax-act or not. 

Attorney General John C, Hart, will 
represent the state in the litigation, and 
copies of the bill and order were being 
prepared for service upon him and the 
comptroller yesterday afternoon. 

Contentions o. the Road. 

The Georgia Railroad and Banking 
Company claims that under its charter, 
which is a very old one, granted in 1833, 
the company is only bound to pay 
taxes the amount of one-half of o 
cent of the net earnings of the ri 
and its banking interests, and tt the 
charter relieves it of paying othe: .axes 
on the road, including the franchises. 

Comptroller Wright insists that the 
company must pay a tax of one-half of 
one per cent on its net earnings, aid 
that it is only cxempted to an amount 
equal to the face value of its capital 
stock and must pay tax on that excess 
value. Also, that it namst pay tax on 
the value of its franchises without re- 
gard to taxes paid on other property. 
The road claims that their exemption 
covers not only the face value of the 
capital stock, but that the road and 
franchises are embraced in the capital 
stock, and the company insists that that 
is what the charter of 1!833 exempts. 
The railroud insists further that taxa- 
tion on the road and on the road’s fran- 
chises is double taxation, as the great- 
est value of the railroad consists in its 
franchise value and that such double 
taxation is unconstitutional. 


Hard Contest Promised. 
These are the contentions of the 
parties to the bill in equity that has 
been filed, and both parties will strain 


every nerve to win the contest. It in- 
volves a vast amount of taxes to the 
state of Georgia, as should this case go 
against the state all the other roads 
that are taxed on franchises will prob- 
ably bring similar actions should 
they win, they will not only be ex- 
empted from future taxes of this charac- 
ter, but all back taxes of similar nature 
that have been collected by the state 
would have to be refunded, it ts said. 
This would prove a_ serious handicap 
to the state financially, it is understood, 
as many thousand dollars will have been 
collected by the time this act is tested 
in the supreme court of the United 
States.

News of Critical Condition of Well-beloved baer 


gian Comes as a Shock to the People 
of Atlanta. 


The news that General John B. Gor- 
don is at the pont of death at Miami, 
Mla., and that his daughter, Mrs. Bur*sn 
Smith, had been hastily summoned to his 
bedside, was received with profound re- 
gret in Atlanta. 

The ill-health of the well-beloved Geor- 
gian is regarded all the more seriously 
because of General Longstreet’s recent 
death and many a veteran feels some- 
thing in his heart that says he and Gen- 
eral Gordon and all the other heroes Of 
the great days are soon to pass away. 
%y such frame of mind the men who 
followed General Gordon into many his- 
toric battles recalled memories of him 
and recounted them over again to their 
families and friends. 

And there are surely numberless inci- 
dents that might be told, for next to 
General Stonewall Jackson, perhaps, Gen- 
eral Gordon was the most picturesque 
commander in the coffederate army. He 
was handsome and brave and dashing, 
rode superb horses; in short, he looked 
the man he was and the soldiers 
loved to plunge into danger where Gor- 
don led. 


At the Outbreak of War. 

When the first sharp rifle crack of the 
civil war rang out young Gordon was 
engaged the mining business in the 
mountains of northern Alabama. But the 
waves of patriotic enthusiasm swept 
even to those mountain fastnesSses and 
the depths of the gloomy mines, swept 
there and carried Gordon with them. 

The mountaineers in the country round 
the mines took rifles in their sinewy 
hands and formed a company, selected 
fhe dark-haired, handsome John B. Gor- 
don as their captain and with him at 
their head marched out to the front as 
a part of the Sixth Alabama regiment. 
And the Sixth Alabama with Captain 
Gordon and his ‘Racoon Roughs,”’ for 
so the company was called, soon found 
the path to the fighting. Months went 
py and Captain Gordon, for bravery and 
other soldierly qualities, became Major 
Gordon and then colonel of the regi- 
ment. 

Just before the fighting in Pennsylva- 
nia he was made major general and as- 
sumed command of .Gordon’s Georgia 
brigade, which he led to battle for the 
first time in recapturing Marye's hill, 
before Fredericksburg, from a horde of 
federal troops who occupied the position. 

Rank and File Love Him. 

At that time Captain WwW. H., better 
known as “Ttip,’’ Harrison was ill in the 
hospital, but as soon as word reached 
him that the campaign was opened he 
rejoined his regiment, the Thirty-first 
Georgia, a part of Gordon's brigade. The 
day he returned he asked some Men of 
his company “how they liked their new 
general.”’ 

“You ought to see him ride a horse,” 
‘said ones ‘“‘He sits his- mount like a 
veteran cavalry general. Why, ‘Jeb 
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Stuart himself can’t beat him riding.” 

And then another said: “He's one of the 
handsomest men I ever saw; his face is 
glorious.” 

And then another said: “Hie has the 
greatest voice I ever heard. Why, c4ap- 
tain, he took the whole brigade out and 
drilled us one day and every man in the 
whole line could hear him call out, ‘For- 
ward.’ The word went booming across 
the country like a cannon snot.” 

And then another said: ‘“‘He’s got a 
big, warm, tender heart in his breast.”’ 

And then still another said: “By —-, 
the man that won't follow Gordon won't 
fight at all. He's the finest leader that 
ever ordered a charge.”’ 

When General Gordon first rode into 
the lines of the brigade that later took 
his name he saw two men aStride @ 
wooden pole, while a guard paced up 
and down near by. 

“What are those fellows on that pole 
for?”’ demanded the new general. 

Some one told him the pair were cul- 
prits, courtmartialed for shooting am- 
munition at squirrels in camp &nd now 
being punished for this infraction of com- 
mands. The general waited to hear no 
more, but Sat down and wrote an order 
directing the colonel of the regiment to 
which the two belonged to release them 
both at once. That was the very first 
order John B. Gurdon ever wrote as a 
brigadier general, and the story, spread- 
ing through the brigade Ike wild fire, 
made him an idol from that moment on. 

That is why they called film “kind- 
hearted’’—at least that is when they first 
spoke of him in that way. 

The Geaeral in Battle. 

Major Robert Stiles, of Richmond, au- 
thor of ‘“‘Four Years Under Marse Rob- 
ert,’* says General Gordon in battle was 
the most glorious human being his eyes 
ever looked upon. He describes him in 
the first day’s fight at Gettysburg, 
his face radiant, his figure erect, mount- 
ed on a splendid. ebony charger, with 
gleaming eyes and proud arched neck. 
The rider fairly stood in his stirrups 
and, bareheaded, waved both hands 
while his sonorous voice rolled out such 
exhortations as only he knewhow to 
make to soldiers. Thus they charged, 
with the great black charger joyful in 
the midst of the flashing muskets.

Miami, Fla., January 7.—(Special.)—At 
12:25 o’clock tonight Dr. Gramling issued 
the following bulletin: 

‘Condition unchanged except as to 
temperature, which is now 104; pulse 
108; resting quietly. 

General Gordon has been unconscious 
since yesterday noon except at brief in- 
tervals. 

Being an early riser, General Gordon 
awoke at the usual hour yesterday morn- 
ing, but was immediately seized with a 
sort of rigor and at once returned to 
bed. Extra covers were brought, but 
the chill continued for half an hour and 
a telephone message was sent to Miami 
for a physician. Dr. Gramling attended 
Hugh Gordon, Jr., through a severe spell 
of fever last spring, during which time 
the Gordons became much attached to 
him, and it was he who was called. 
When the chill passed off, fever arose 
until in the afternoon jt reached 105. Dr. 
Gramling then asked to have Dr. James 
M. Jackson called in consultation. 

Tho general's condition remained criti- 
cal until 5 o’clock this afternoon, when 
he became weaker and it was thought 
he would soon pass away. He had suf- 
fered all day with hiccoughs, which the 
physicians were unable to relieve except 

Mitervais until tonight. Since 
‘Yight he has been practically 
‘Alccoughs and the physicians 
A able to gragually reduce tem- 
per}. fe. 

A smooth rock road leads out from 
Miami to General Gordon's winter home, 
8 miles above Miami. The place is beau- 
tifully located on Biscayne bay, and 's 
connected by telephone with this city.

President Roosevelt and Secretary

Washington, January /7.—(Special.)— 
Despite the optimistic tone of the St. 
Petersburg dispatches telling that the 
Russian reply to the last Japanese note 
contains concessions which ought to 
bring a peaceful settlement of the dif- 
ferences between those two nations, offi- 
cial Washington is by no means certain 
Indeed, the 
present pessimism extends not only to 
the possibility of averting a clash be- 
tween the two principal nations, but goes 
so far as to regard likely 
that Great Britain will be drawn into the 
conflict,

and that conditions may yet so 
shape themselves that the United States 
may be involved. 

The epitome of the Japanese demands 
and the position of that government, 
which appeared in these columns today, 
was furnished by a high Japanese source. 
It shows that the several propositions 
under consideration are of such a char- 
acter that there can be no evasion on 
‘the part of Russta, and fat the cazr’s 
government must make specific reply. 
The St. Petersburg dispatches speak of 
counter proposals of the nature of com- 
promises; and it is upon these that the 
officia] peace talk from Russia {fs based. 

Japan is In no mood to consider com- 
promises. The negotiations have been 
carried to a point where peace can be 
had only by a backdown on all materia) 
points by Russia. Will Russla back 
down? Upon the answer to that ques- 
tion depends peace. 

The cfficial view of these negotiations 
is embodied in this expression from a 
very high official, who has mad@a study 
of this Far Eastern question . whose 
views are of peculiar value. ecause of 
the position he holds it is impossible to 
use his name 


Signs Do Not Point to Peace. 

“TIT wish . coula see signs pointing to 
peace,’ sald he, ‘‘but I cannot. In my 
judgment there can be no backdown on 
the part of Japan, nor should there be. 
Japan is making a fight in the interest 
of the rest of the world; she is asking 
Only what is right, and she is asking no 
more of Russia than Russia, if honest, 
should be willing to grant. Russia has 
time and again said she Mas no inten- 
tion of permanently occupying Manchu- 
ria. Is she willing to put that promise 
into an international compact which will 
be binding? That is all she is asked to 
do; but that what not only Japan but 
Great Britain and the United States have 
a right to expect of her. She is asked 
to be honest; if sbe is unwilling to give 
her solemn pledge to do this, should she 
not be driven from Manchuria, where she 
stands a constant menace to that free- 
dom of trade which other .nations have 
had promised them in China? Japan says 
“yes,” and is willing to show her faith 
by her works; even if there were no 
Anglo-Japanese treaty, I feel sure Great 
Britain would come to her assistance In 
this matter. Can we who are equally 
Interested on account of our trade, pres- 
ent and prospective, in that region keep 
out of it—especially if it should develop 
that Japan is being worsted?’”’ 

President Roosevelt and Secretary Hay, 
this gentleman went on to say, entertain 
not ly strong sympathy for Japan, but 
are very anti-Russian in their feelings 
just at the present moment. The whole 
force of American diplomacy has been 
used toward the preservation of the in- 
tegrity of the Chinese empire, which in- 
tegrity is menaced by Russia. They do 
not want war, but they do want Japan 
to carry through her demands. 


Japan’s Demands of World Interest. 

“Japan is standing for the territorial 
integrity and the independence of China 
and Korea,” this high official went on 
to explain. ‘Japan asks that mutual 
recognition be given the special interests 
of japan in Korea as well as those of 
Russia in Manchuria—which {is certainly 
only right. Japan is demanding that, 
while neither government shall interfere 
with the commercial rights of the other 
acquired by treaty with China and Korea, 
there shall be an agreement as to the 
equality of all nations in the enjoyment 
of commercial opportunities in these 
countries—in other words, the ‘open door.’ 
That is all there is to the Japanese de- 
mand. 

“It is really nothing more than the 
assurances which Russia has, from time 
to time, given, verbally, through its 
astute diplomats.

Jury—Georgia Girl Perished

Chicago, January 7.—Before a dense 
crowd packifig the. council chamber m 
the city hall,. Coroner Traeger and a 
jury of six men today began the official 
investigation of the Iroquois theater fire. 
The first witnesses were persons who 
were in the audience at the matinee. They 
told of the panic and of finding exits 
locked. 

Outside in the-ante rooms a host of 
witnesses waited to be heard. Fright- 
ened victims, who ‘escaped with their 
lives from the fiery furnace, actors, cho- 
rus gifls, stage hands, policemen and fire- 
men mingled there, “making a strange 
gathering. 

Within,the council chamber the inquisi- 
tion proceeded along judicial lines. Law- 
yers were present on behalf of numerous 
interests, seeking opportunity to examine 
witnesses along lines of special interest 
to their clients. Under Coroner Trheger's 
ruling, such questions, were barred and 
the examination continued strictly along 
the lines laid down by that officer. 

For the task of fixing the responsibil- 
ity for the great loss of life, State’s At- 
torney Deneen instructed Coroner Trae- 
ger to establish the identity, if possible, 
of some person or persons who died at 


the end of the passage leading south. 


ffom the entrance of the second balcony. 
There a locked door cut off the escape 
of hundreds, whose bodies were found 
against the barricaded door. The coro- 
ner has succeeded in gathering this evi- 
dence, 

How Georgia Girl Perished. 

Mrs. B. K. Strong, of Chicago, and her 
niece, Vera Goolsby, of Americus, Ga., 
died at the foot of the stairway. The 
story of their death before the locked exit 
has been told to the coroner by James 
M. Strong, son of the elder victim. Mr. 
Strong, who is a board of trade clerk, 
consented to testify. 

A dozen witnesses were heard today. 
The chief witnesses were Eddie Foy, the 
comedian of the “Mr. Bluebeard’ com- 
‘pany, and George W. Stetson, a repre- 
sentative of the company which manu- 
factured the asbestos curtain, The evi- 
dence of Mr.. Foy did not differ greatly 
from the statements which have been 
published heretofore concerning his ac- 
tion “on the day of the fire. 

Mr. Stetson and Coroner Traeger be- 
came involved in a lengthy discussion as 
to the merits of asbestos curtains, during 
which Mr. Stetson admitted that asbes- 
tos curains if subjected to an. extreme- 


ly high heat would lose their ‘life’ and. 


¢rumble. When shown a portion of the 
curtain brought from the theater, he de- 
clared that it had evidently been sub- 
jected to a very high temperature, but 
that he could not say as to whether 
it had endured a svyfficiently great heat 
to cause it to crumble. He declared that 
in his opinion the greater pcrtion of 
the asbestos curtain in the Iroqouis the- 
ater was still in good condition and ex- 
pressed himself as anxious to make ex- 
periments to prove the truth of his as- 
sertion. 


Found Doors Locked. 

The first witness before the coroner’s 
jury was John C. Galvin, a painting con- 
tractor. He rushed to the lobby and en- 
deavored to. open the west, that being 
the nearest. It was locked on the inside 
and he could not do anything with it. He 
tried to open two other doors, but could 
not, and kicked out the panels. 

Mrs, Elvira D. Pinedo proved one of 
the most important witnesres. She said: 

“IT was standing near one of the boxes 
on the extreme right of the main door 
and in the rear of the seats. people were 
standing four deep. I first saw sparks 
on the south side of the stage back of 
the scene and could see a, man clapping 
his -hands in an effort to put out the 
sparks. The moment I saw fire I quietly 
looked about for an exit, and saw what 
I believed to be one near the boxes. 
The fire spread rapidly and people got 
up and urged everybody to be seated, 
ag there was no danger’ I never saw a 
saner audience in my life. Half of the 
audience were women and they calmly 
sat there and daw the.sparks change 
into flames without screaming or getting 
panic-stricken. Buddenly a big ball of 
fire dropped from the top of the stage 
to the floor. It was burning scenery. I 
then fhought it time to leave, so I 
walked to the exit near the,hoxes. I 
tried to open the door, but found it 
locked. A man came up and we de- 
manded that the’ usher open the door. 
He either said that he would not or could 
not. Then suddenly there was a powerful 
draft, which opened the doors and blew 
us out into the alley.” 


Eddie Foy;s Story. 
Eddie Foy testified that during the 
second act he was in his dressing room 


| and heard a noise, to which he had at 


little attention He said to 
himself: ‘‘Are they fighting again down 
there?’ thinking over a quarrel which 
‘had occurred a few days previous. The 
noise grew stronger and stronger, and, 
becoming anxious about his boy, he ran 
down the steps from his dressing room to 
the stage, picked gp the boy right in 
front of the switchboard and then looked 
up and saw a fireman above him who 
was trying to put out the fire. At that 
time the lower borders running up the 
side of the canvas near the edge of the 
precenium arch were burned. 

The audience was getting into a panic, 
as he thought, and in order to quiet the 
people he called to the stage hands, 
“Drop the curtain!’’ and to the musi- 
cians, ‘‘Keep up the music!" He urged 
the audience repeatedly to remain quiet 
and not to get excited. When the cur- 
tain came down it stuck about 3 feet 
above his head. Mr. Foy declared that 
he was satisfied in his own mind that the 
fire was caused by sparks from the 
“spot’’ light, but that he had no per- 
sonal knowledge of the fact. He testl- 
Hed that the only precaution against 
fire that he knew of was the rule against 
smoking. 

George Stetson, of Hingham, Miass., 
secretary of the C. W. Trainer Manu- 
facturing Company, who made the asbes- 
tos curtain, when asked by Coroner Trae- 
ger how he accounted for the burning 
of his fireproof curtain, replied that he 
did not believed it had burned and that 
he had every reason to believe that it 
had not. In his opinion the greater part

“So, you will see, in view of what I 
have said, how vitally Interested all these 
countries are in the success of Japan's 
demands, for they .are in the interest 
of the commerce of the world. I believe 
that nothing short of a Russian back- 
down will prevent a conflict. and that 
even were there no treaty between Eng- 
land and Japan, the former country would 
come to the assistance of the latter if 
her help is needed.” 

What ‘would be the attitude of the Unit- 
ed States in case this Far East trou- 
ble should develop into a world conflict ? 
One man’s answer is, perhaps, as good 
as another. It will necessarily depend 
upon American public opinion. and the 
trend of American opinion in Such an 
emergency Can as yet be nothing more 
than speculation. Here is the speculation 
of one man, a member of the cabinet, 
who, because he is not supposed to talk 
about such matters, can not We identi- 
fied:

Such intervention, the Japan- 
ese Say, would be unjust, and only create 
delay which would be advantageous to 
Russia. 

RUSSIAN MARINES MARCH 
TO THE KOREAN CAPITAL 

Washington, January 7.—United States 
Minister Allen, at Seoul, Korea, has ca- 
bled the state department under today’s 
date, that the Russian marines who were 
landed at Chemulpo and who were re- 
fused transportation to Seoul over the 
Japanese railway have reached the cap- 
ital, marching overland. 

It is understood that the purpose in 
sending American marines in such haste 
to the Korean capital ahead of all Euro- 
pean marines was because of a Gesire to 
protect not only the American legation 
at the Korean capital, but also the prop- 
erty of the Chemulpo efectric railway and 
the electric light works, in both of which 
Amencans are interested largely. 

There are other large American inter- 
ests in Korea, in fact, it is said at the 
State department that they ere perhaps 
more important than those of any oiher 
nation. 

RUSSIA’S LONG RAILWAY

WAR THE ONLY OUTCOME ° 
SO FRENCHMEN DECLARE 

Paris, January 7.—Official and diplomat- 
lc circles here claim to be without in- 
formation regarding the contents of the 
Russian reply to Japan, but the tone Its 
distinctly pessimistic, and there are but 
slight hopes of a peaceful exit from th> 
position in which Russia and Japan find 
themselves. 

The diplomats are making inquirfes as 
to the attitude of the powers in case of 
war, that to be adopted by the United 
States being regarded as particularly im- 
portant. To the Associated Press, the 
Japanese minister said today: 

“The attitude of the United States wi}! 
méan much. She has negotiated a treaty 
with China for the opening of three ports 
in Manchuria to the commerce of the 
world. These ports have been occupied 
by Russia and thus her treaty rights 
have been violated. 

“Japan is not guided by selfish mo- 
tives, but is acting in the interest of all 
nations. TI hope the United States will 
clearly understand our position, and wiil 
favor us with her support.” 

The Chinese legation claims to be with- 
out information in regard to the attitude 
of China in the event of war. It was 
sald that at the outset it was certain 
that neutrality would be proclaimed, but 
in case of Japanese victories it would 
not surprise the legation if the Chinese 
should cast their lot with Japan. This 
would seriously embarrass Russia, not be- 
cause of the importance of the Chinese 
as a fighting force, but because of the 
danger of the interruption of the Russian 
communications. The Chigese diplomats 
are opposed to war for the reason that 
whether Russia or Japan is the victor, 


they fear a final separation of terri- 
tory. 

The action of the United States in send- 
ing marines to Seoul, Korea, is regarded 
here as being a “significant indication of 
the trend of its sympathies, and it is 
known to be gratifying to Japan, be- 
cause it establishes a precedent which 
the Japanese can follow, if necessary, in 
debarking a strong force on the peninsu- 
lar. It is insisted at the Japanese lega- 
tion that Japan never requested the view 
of Russia on the guestion of dispatching 
troops to Korea, and it is asserted that 
this action would be taken, if necessary, 
without consultation with that govern- 


ment. 


NEW DEMANDS ON JAPAN 
ARE MADE BY RUSSIA 


London, January 7.—A dispatch from 
Tokio to Reuter’s Telegram Company 
Says that the contents of the Russian 
ireply are kept secret, but that in best in- 
formed circles the impression is that it 
is unsatisfactory. Baron De Rosen, the 
Russian minister to Japan, and Baron 
Kamura, Japanese foreign minister, con- 
ferred yesterday at the Russian legation, 
where Baron De Rosen js still Indisposed. 

An important council was held today 
at which were present the premier, the 
foreign minister, and the ministers of 
war and marine, together with the chiefs 
and assistant chiefs of the staffs of the 
army and navy. 

The elder statesmen of Japan probably 
will hold a conference tomorrow. 

Stocks which recoverd somewhat yester- 
day fell again today. 

The general feeling here Is one of un- 
easiness.

Jury Recommends Mercy and the 
Judge Will Make the Sentence 
Light—Driggs Guilty in 
a Technical 
Sense. 


New York, January 7.—After delib- 
erating 45 minutes today a jury found 
former Congressman Edmund H. Driggs 
gullty of accepting money to procure 
a contract between a private company 
and the government while serving as a 
member of congress. The jury recom- 


mended mercy. 
In response Judge Thomas said _ the 
recommendation was eminently fitting, 
as Mr. Driggs had conducted himself 
with dignity and because he undoubtedly 
violated the statute unwittingly. Judge 
Thomas said he believed Mr. Driggs 
was not guilty only in a technical sense. 
In charging the jury Judge Thomas said: 
“Did Mr. Driggs tender serviceg to the 
Brandt-Dent Company in connection witn 
a@ government contract? He had a per- 
fect right to give his services gratui- 
tously but if he was a congressman- 
elect and received compensation, then I 
charge you that he is guilty.” 
The defense took exception to 


point. 

After the jury had been discharge@ 
the court denied a motion for a new 
trial and reserved decision on a mo- 
tion on a stay of proceedings pending 
an appeal. Judge Thomas told counsel 
they might agree upon a day for sen- 
tence. He said: 

“If I could inflict a penalty without 
imprisonment I would, but I cannot. 
T shall make the sentence as light as 
T possibly can. You, Driggs. are free to 
come and go as you please.” 

The extreme penalty for the crime of 
which Driggs was convicted is two 
years’ imprisonment and a fine of $10,- 
000. 
Mr. Driges, in histestimony, freely ad- 
mitted that he had placed 250 of the 
cashier company’s machines in various 
departments of the postoffice at Wash- 
ington, and that he was paid $12,500 
by the company.

STATE. TROOPS 


Union Men Will Wot Be 
Driven from Cripple Creek 


Labor Leaders Have Issued Orders 
for Str.acers To Refuse To Leave. 
Peubody Styled the Tool 
of the Corpora- 

tions. 


Cripple Creek, Colo., January 7.—The 
following notice was posted here today: 


“To all members of the Western Fede- 
ration of Miners in the Cripple Creek 
District: It has been decided in man; 
courts that members of organized labecr 
are not vagrants. Keep your cards; re- 
fuse to be driven away from your homes. 
If compelled to leave by force of arms 
union men are advised to return imme- 
diately to the Cripple Creek district. The 
western federation of miners will pro- 
vide for all striking miners and their 
families.

“WILLIAM HAYWOOD, Secretary, 

“Western Federation of Miners.”’ 


It is reported that one more day will 
be given strikers to leave the district or 
obtain employmen:. FPreparations are 
being made, it {s said, for wholesale ar- 
rests tomorrow. 

Prisoners against whom no other charge 
than vagrancy {is made will be evicted 


from Teller county, and will not be per- 


mitted to return. 

Cc. H. Reimer, the mine owner, who 
was arrested yesterdar, is confined fn the 
county jail, but no criminal] charge has 
been filed against him. His home is itn 
Buffalo, and an attempt has been made 
to take his case before the United States 
district ‘court on appeal for a writ of 
habeas corpus. 

Denver, Colo., January 7.—President 
Moyer and Secretary liaywood, of the 
Western Federation of Miners, today is- 
sued a statement on which they declare 
that the strike in Cripple Creek district 
‘tg not broken, though the republican ad- 
ministration has sper! searly $1,000,000 
of the state’s funds to subserve the cor- 
porations and make good their anti-elec- 
tion pledges.’’ 


“The statement denies that any rebel-

lion or insurrection exists and contends 
that every constitutional right of the 
people has been violated by Governor 


| Peabody and his military subordinates. 


The result of the Poole habeas corpus 
case is cited ag proof that the governor 
“is afraid to allow the highest court in 
the state to determine the question as 
to who is guilty of lawlessness in the 
Cripple Creek district.’ 

After referring to the vagrancy order 
issued by the military commander at 
Cripple Creek, the statement says: 

‘The members of the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners on a atrike in the Cripple 
Creek district are receiving all necessa- 
ry means of support from a fund which 
they have helped to create and we chal- 
lenge the right of any one to deny them 
that privilege.’’ 

Governor Peabody announced today 
that the troops will be soon withdrawn 
from Cripple Creek. 

“I think that the civil authorities will 
be able to cope with the situation,’ con- 
tinued the governor. ‘“‘At least I hope so. 
If nothing unexpected happeng all the 
soldiers will be ordered home from Crip- 
Ple Creek on Saturday.” 

The governor also said that the force 
on duty at Telluride would be materially 
reduced this week. 


SUMMER SCHOOL 
FOR THIS YEAR 


University of Georgia Offi- 
cers Decide To Run 
Scheol Again. 


Athens, Ga., January 7.--(Special.)}—The 
University of Georgia summer school will 
be run again the coming summer. That 
was decided at a meeting of the officers 
and directors of the organization last 
hight. A letter from Dr. Wallace But- 
ttick, secretary of the general education 
board, was read, stating that the board 
had no funds available this year for the 
help of summer schools. It is belleved, 
however, that the Peabody fund will give 
$1,500, if the*citizeng of Athens will 
make up enough money to insure the 
successful conduct of the school. The 
trustees of the university have appragri- 
ated the sum of $1,000, and there is al- 
reeady in bank $1,600 saved from school 
funds last year. It is believed that a 
successful school can be run this year 
on the money that will be raised for 
that purpose.

A committee, consisting of Messrs... 
Holder, Harper and Reed, was appointed 
to make a canvass of the city for funds 
for the maintenance of the school, A 
committee, consisting of Chancellor Hill, 
President Branson, Professor Harper and 
three others yet to be named, will meet 
next Wednesday and settle upon the fac- 
ulty and course of study. A committee 
will report by next September a plan for 
the permanent organization of the Uni- 
versity Summer school. 

The work of selecting the faculty will 
be pushed forward rapidly and the ad- 
vertisement of the course of study and 
other attractions will be started in the 
press of the state as early as possible. 
It is the intention of the management of 
the school to make it more thorough and 
more satisfactory in every respect than 
the list session, which was itself one of 
the best summer schools in the south,

MACON: CITIZEN 
BREATHES LAST 


John F. Crutchfield, Confed- 
erate Veteran, Answers 
Last Roll Call.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, G@., January 7.—(Special.)}—John 
F. Crutchfield, a Maconian since the 
latter ’60s, a gentleman who has at- 
tained distinction and prominence in 
commercial life as well as in the cotton 
manufacturing, is dead at the home of 


whis brother, W. A. Crutchfield, 159 High 


street. 

Death came to Mr. Crutchfield this 
morning a few minutes before ! o’clock 
and was the result of a stroke of paral- 
ysis which came on the evening of the 
first day of the year 1904. 

Friday afternoon last, just as Mr. 
Crutchfield was reaching the home of 
his brother, he felt that his physical 
health was failing him, but without fully 
appreciating his physical condition, Mr. 
Crutchfield hurried to his brother’s home. 
Reaching the front porch he sank into 
a chair, unable to move further, and 
there he was found a few minutes later 
in a helpless condition wy one of the 
servants. At first glance the physician 
realized that Mr. Crutchfleld’s condition 
was extremely critical, that his entire 
left side had been involved and that that 
portion of his body was actually dead. 

Born in Crawford County. 

Mr. Crutchfield wag in the sixty-second 
year of his age. He wag born June 4, 
1842, in Crawford county, Georgia. He 
was the son of Hilliard Crutchfield, a 
successful and extensive planter. His 
mother was Miss Jane Frances Smith, a 
member of one of the leading social fam- 
lies of Georgia. 

Mr. Crutchfield wag a cadet at the 
Georgia Military institute at Marietta. 
At the opening of the war he went to 
the front. 

Before leaving the Georgia Military in- 
stitute Mr. Crutchfleld was first lieuten- 
ant in Company B of the institute ca- 
dets, under the superintendency of Brig- 
adier General F,. W. Capers, who distin- 
guished himself {!n many conflicts be- 
tween the armies of the north and south. 

Immediately after the war began Mr. 
Crutchfield was appointed drijj master 
of the Georgia state troops by Governor 
Joseph E. Brown, these camps being lo- 
cated in the early °60s at Cartersville 
and at Milledgeville. Leaving these camps 
Mr. Crutchfield became regimenta] ad- 
jutant under General Wayne, with the 
rank of captain. 

He participated in al] 
@nmd around Chattanooga, Dalton, Car- 
tersville and Atlanta. Mr. Crutchfield 
was also in the struggle at Culp’s Hill, 
at Kennesaw, at Jonesboro and at Co- 
lumbus,. Just before the close of the 
war he was captured by the federals, 
Hon. Pope Barrow, who died a few days 
ago in Savannah, being one of the squad 
in which Mr. Crutchfield was captured. 

Mr. Crutchfield came to Macon in 1860 
and started in the cotton trade with 
his brother, W. <A. Crutchfield. The 
Crutchfleld brothers were successful, and 
with J. W. Cabiness established the Man- 
chester Cotton mills and the Union com- 
press. Mr. Crutchfield was never mar- 
ried, but e@elways had the comforts of 
a home at the residence of his brother 
on High street. He leaves, besides his 
brother, two nieces, Mrs. Merrill Callo- 
way and Miss Rose Crutchfield, now at 
the Lucy Cobb institute. 

The Crutchfield family is an old one, 
tracing ‘ts lineage back to the Washing- 
tons and Balls, of Virginia. 

Prominent Men His Comrades. 

Among well known citizens of Georgia 
who were cadéts at the Georgia Militarv 
institute and well known Georgians who 
were with Mr. Crutchfield during the 
war are Hon. E. P. Howell, mayor of 
Atlanta: Colonel Albert Howell, Colonel 
A. J. West, Julius L. Brown, Colonel L. 
L. McCleskey, Joseph Thompson, Rev. 
Dr. Virgil Norcross, also of Atlanta, as 
wel] as the late Major John Fitten and 
the late Colonel John.A. Grant, both of 
Atlanta. 

To this list of distinguished Georgians 
gan be added Dr. J. H. Shorter, of Ma- 
con: Frank Einstein, of New York, and 
Samuel Spencer, as well as General 
James W. Robertson, Joseph Bell and 
Richard N. Lamar, of Milledgeville, and 
R. H. Plant, of Macon. 

Funeral services will take place from 
the home of Mr. Crutchfleld’s brother 
on High street. tomorrow morning at I} 
o’clock.

Alabama Senator Continues 
His Attack on Roosevelt 


He Charges That but for Roosevelt 
There Would Have Been No Rev- 
olution—He Wants American 
Forces To Leave Isthmus 
to Colombia. 


Ds Washington, January 7.—Mr. Morgan 


Occupied’ the time of the senate today in 
a reply to the speech of Mr. Lodge, de- 
livered last Tuesday. Mr. Morgan again 
criticised the president and the attitude 
of this goveknment in connection with the 
Panama republic. 


“Colombia still has some rights under 
the laws of nations.” said Mr. Morgan. 
She ts 4,500,000 strong. She has an 
area larger than that of the State of 
Indiana. She is recognized by all gov- 
ernments, including the United States, as 
a free sovereign power. She is the moth- 
er government of Panama and according 
to Mr. Bunau-Varilla, the Panama minis- 
ter, we are neither the father nor the 
mother of this new republic. Colombia 
has the right under the laws of. nations 
to Consider that recognition as prema- 
ture and an act of war. Whether Colom- 
bia does declare it to be an act of war 
is another. matter. The third power is 
not likely to be led into premature recoz- 
nition unless affected by some private 
benefits—until the mother country has ac- 
knowledged the cessation of its sover- 
eignty—just as Great Britain proclaimed 
our independence before the close of our 
war with that country.”’ 

_Mr. Spooner asked if he had understood 
rightly that we could not lawfully recog- 
nize. Panama as a de facto government 
until. Colombia had relinquished sover- 
eignty., 

Mr. Morgan stated that Colombia had 
the right to consider recognition under 
other circumstances as premature and an 
act of war. 

“And I am compelled to say,” 

Mr. Morgan, “that tomorrow if the 
United States government should with- 
draw its fleet and marines from the isth- 
mus or confine their operations to the 
protection of the railroad and to the 
assage across the isthmus, Colombia 
would march in and capture those eight 
men who organized the Panama govern- 
ment and drive them and their follow- 
ing of foreigners, negroes, Indians and 
Chinamen, from the isthmus. Under such 
conditions, the position of the United 
States would have been honorable, dig- 
nified and wholly consistent with her 
rights under the treaty of 1846.’’ 


History of Revolution. 

Mr. Morgan had read an article from a 
New York newspaper purporting to give 
the detailed history of the insurrection in 
Panama, and the creation of an inde- 
pendent government.- He said he had 
caused the article to be read because it 
contained the charge that two officers of 
the United States had participated in the 
secession, and because the president had 
said that no officers of the United States 
had taken part in the uprising. Mr. Mor- 
gan said he believed it to be as true a 
statement of the facts, but if not it had 
been refuted. 

Mr. Morgan also put into the record a 
large number of letters written by corre- 
spondents of many large newspapers, 
which, he said, gave the facts concerning 
the overturning of the Colombian gov- 
ernment on the isthmus, and which are 
not disputed éxcept by the president in 
his two messages to congress. Many of 
these articles made references to Colone]l 
Black, who is alleged to have raised the 
first Panama flag on the isthmus, and to 
Consul Ehrmann, who is alleged to have

at a valuation of about $160 each for 
horses taken by the federal commanders 
from confederates at or near Strawberry 
Plains, Tenn., after Grant. had allowed 
those surrendering to keep their side 
arms and animals.

HINFATION OF VALUES 
DENIED BY MR, SCHWAB 


Searching Questions Are Put to Ex- 
President of the Steel Trust by 
the Counsel for the Losers 
by Collapse of the Big 
Corporation. 


New York, January 7.—Charles M. 
‘Schwab, ex-president of the United States 
: Steel Corporation, took the stand today 

in the hearing to make permanent the 
receivership over the United States Ship- 
| building Company to tell of his connec- 
| tion with the sale of the Bethlehem Steel 
Company to the ship yards concern, 

Counsel Untermyer examined the wit- 
| ness. 

Mr. Schwab said he had no connection, 
executive or advisory, with the Bethle- 
hem Steel Company at this time, though 
he had an “enormous pecuniary interest 

‘in that company.” 

“Has there not been a period of infia- 


| tion in the steel business during the last 
| five years?” 


“There hag been a period of good de- 
| mand.” 

“But I am speaking of inflation of 
values of properties.”’ 

“So far as properties with which I am 
connected are concerned, there has been 
‘Mone, except so far as is due to a period 
of general prosperity.” P 

Mr. Schwab declined to make any state- 
ment regarding alleged inflation value of 
the Bethlehem plant. 

Mr. Schwah, against Mr. Guthrie’s ad- 

vice, said that he had since the forma- 
tion of the steel corporation sold a con- 
siderable amount of steel securities, but 
that an examination of his account would 
show that most of the sales were of 
bonds and that, despite his sale of sOme 
of the stock, he believed himself to. be 
the largest owner of steel stock. 
_ Mr. Schwab testified as to the extént of 
his holding of Shipbuilding stock. The 
allotment of stock, he said, was never 
made, and he still retained al] Of the 
stock, $20,000,000.

$495,000, being now the owner of $9,505,-

Schwab’s Memory Bad. 

Mr. Schwad testified to talks with 
Lewis Nixon about the latter’s plans for 
a shipbuilding combination. Mr. Schwab 
had no recollection of having been an 
underwriter in the so-called “‘Poor’’ plan 
for a shipbuilding consolidation, his tes- 
timony on this point being at variance 
with that of Mr. Nixon. 

Mr. Untermyer’s next line of interro- 
gation took up the competition between 
the Carnegie and Bethlehem companies 
for government armor plate contracts, 
and the understanding between the two 
and the government for a division of the 
business at the maximum price. 

“Did you know. that the government, 
when it asked the Carnegie company to 
build an armor plant, expected the two 
to compete for contracts in good faith?” 
was ‘asked. 

“No, the government did not,” Mr. 
Schwab answered, stating that the un- 
derstanding with the government Was 
that. the two companies were to share 
the work and that the price at which the 
contract was to be awarded was always 
understood by the government before the 
bids were submitted. 

Mr. Schwab admitted that he had a 
controlling interest in the United States 
Ship Building Company and through it 
of the Bethlehem Steel Company, saying 
in reply to an inquiry if he considered 
himself the controlling factor in Bethle- 
hem’s policy: 

“If you mean that I own the controll- 
ing stock of Bethlehem and the ship 
building company, I do, and I take the 
credit of giving advice to the manage- 
ment of these properties.’’ 

“Has the receiver of the United States 
Ship Building Company anything to do 
with the management of the Bethle- 
hem?” 

“I don’t know.” 

“Your interest In the Bethlehem com- 
pany is through the ship building com- 
pany?’’

“Has anybody an interest in the prof- 
its of the Bethlehem company?” 

“I made an arrangement with the mana- 
gers of the Bethlehem company when I 
bought the property, but I do not know 
whether legally or illegally; that arrange- 
ment is continued still.’’ 

“Mr. Schwab said he has controlled the 
Bethlehem company through the director- 
ate from the time he purchased it in 
1901, when he and representatives of J. 
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P. Morgan & Co. reorganized the direc- 
‘torate until it was sold to the ship 
building company in August, 1902. 

Of the present directorate, six of the 
seven members were suggested by him, 
Lewis Nixon being the only one who 
Wag not “one of my people.’ Nixon had 
been “very friendly.”” Mr. Nixon, too, 
is the only member of the board who 


‘now has any pecuniary interest in the 


shipbuilding company, Mr. Schwab hav- 
ing taken off the hands of Joseph 
Schwab, his brother, and Charles Ba- 
ker, the bonds they formerly owned. 

Mr. Untermyer then asked a long @- 
ries of questions about the directorate 
of the shipbuilding company and _ the 
extent of Mr. Schwab's control thereof. 
Mr. Schwab admitted that either he or 
his employes for him, owned the con- 
trolling interest of the company, and the 
directorate was composed of his friends. 
He controlled, he said, the United 
States Shipbuilding Company, through 
his stock, but when he went abroad he 
left no one, he declared, to represent 
himself in the company. He admitted 
however, that Mr. Pam was on the 
board of directors at his suggestion, and 
that other members of the board were 
nominated by Mé€sers.

During Diphtheria — Child. a

Princeton, N. J., January 7.—Ruth 
Cleveland, the eldest child of ex-Presi- 
dent Grover Cleveland, died at the Clevo- 
land home here today, very unexpect- 
edly, the immediate cause of death being 
a weakening of the heart action during a 
mild attack of diphtheria. Dr. Wyckoff, 
the attending physician, said that Miss 
Cleveland had been il] with a mild form 
of diphtheria for four days, ana that the 
heart affection was not anticipated. 

The Cleveland household {s grief-strick- 
en over the death of the eldest daughter. 
and many messages of condolence are be- 
ing received. The private school which 
Ruth attended has been closed for the rest 
of the week out of respect. 

President John N. Finley, of the College 
of the City of New York, Mr. Cleve- 
land’s persona} friend, has come here to 
make all arrangements for the funeral. 
The interment will take place tomorrow. 

In response to many inquiries, former 
President Cleveland gave out the follow- 
ing statement today: 

“After a few days’ illness, which began 
with an attack of tonsilitis. and develop- 
ed suddenly yesterday Into diphtheria, our 


oldest daughter, Ruth, died today. sud- 
denly.”’ 


Ruth Cleveland was born on October 
3, 1891, in her father’s residence, at 681 
Madison avenue, New York, after Mr. 
Cleveland had served his first term as 
president. Ghe was named after Mrs. 
Cleveland's grandmother, and as “Baby 
Ruth” was a great favorite in Washing- 
ton society during her father’s second 
term in the white house. Mr. and Mrs. 
Cleveland have four remaining children. 

It is now understood that it was the 
child’s illness that prevented Mr. Cleve- 
land’s attendance at the dinner to Mayor 
McClellan in New York on January 4. 

The funeral services will be hel@ at the 
Cleveland home tomorrow, conducted by 
Rev. Maitland Bartlett. Mr. Cleveland, 
with President Findlay, of the College of 
the City of New York, Dean Andrew West, 
and a few intimate friends, will acconi- 
pany the body to Princeton cemetery, 
where interment will take place.

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SCIENCE SCHOOL 
SUED BY TEACHER 


Back Pay Demanded by Mt 
lanta Woman, 


‘‘Home School,”’ Located Near Wash- 
ington, in Wilkes County, In- 
voired in Suit Brought by 
Miss Winter—May Move 
School Here. 


Crawfordville, Ga. January 7.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The only Christian Science school 
in the world is being sued by one of the 
teachers for nearly four years back 
salary. 

The school is located in Wilkes county, 
about six miles north of Washington, 
Miss Annie Lou Winter, of Atlanta, is 
the plaintiff. In the early part of 1903 
she asked the court to declare a ™®- 
ceiver for the school, claiming that she 
was a partner with Mr. J. W. Armstrong, 
and this wife, Mrs. Lula Armstrong, 
in the conduct of the Institute. 

It wags shown that no partnership ex- 
isted between the parties and the p<- 
tition for a receiver was dismissed by his 
honor Judge H. M. Holden, of the north- 
ern circuit. Recently, Miss Winter en- 
tered suit against the Armstrongs 
to recover the amount which she alleges 
is dwe her for salarv. 

She alleges that in the fall ef 1896. 
at the solicitation of defendants, she 
entered their home to take charge of 
the Christian Science school, which had 
been taught by Mrs. Armstrong. The 
schoo] was known as the “Home School.” 
The affair was designed to take board- 
ing pupils from a distance. 

It was agreed that plaintiff should 
receive a salary of $100 per month, to- 
gether with board, payable yearly. Plain- 
tiff alleges that she not only taught 
school, but acted as nurse to the sick, 
did housecleaning and often cooking, 
and even washed dishes, served for the 
Armstrong family and pupils and every 
other kind of work imaginable. 

The plaintiff further sets forth, that 
she believes that she earned her .salary. 
When her health was finally “broken, 
she desired a settiment that she might 
seek “‘proper treatment” and relaxation, 
but was put off from time to time till 
finally in January, 1902, her connection 
with the school terminated. She claims 
that she is entitled to said salary from 
June, 1898, to June |, 1902, less such 
sums as has already. been paid, amount- 

to about $500. 

"oles Winter further claims that the 
school prospered and that the income of 
the institution at times reached fully 
$500 per month. The expenses were nom- 
inal, she says, Only one other teacher 
being employed, and, that only for eleven 
months. She alleges that the Arm- 
strongs improved their residence to the 
amount of $2,000 and furnished at an 
additional cost of $1,000 a school house 
and barn were also erected at a cost of 
$2,000. 

Plaintiff further alleges that when she 
left the school her personal effects were 
left behind, such as furniture, jewelry, 
etc. She asks compensation for same. 

Reply of Defendants. 


The Armstrongs deny nearly every- 
thing set forth in the petition. They al- 
lege that Miss Winter and Mrs. Arm- 
strong were made acquainted with each 
other{on account of a similarity in re- 
ligious beliefs. They allege that Miss 
Winter claimed to be unhapplly situated 
at her home in Atlanta, and begged to 
be received at defendant’s home. 

Defendants, believing her to be unfor- 
tunate, took her into their home and 
treated her as one of the family. They 
allege that she did no more work than 
any other member of the family. 

Defendants claim that Mrs. Armstrong 
refused to have anything done to his 
home in the way of improvements till 
promised by his wife and plaintiff would 
repay him from money derived from the 
school. 

Defendants allege that the school has 
never made money. 

Mr. Armstrong Says he has never been 
in sympathy with the religious Deliefs 
of Mrs. Armstrong and plaintiff. 

Judge Holden appointed Hawes Cloud, 
ef Crawfordville, as auditor, and he is 
now engaged in going through the papers 
and letters submitted as evidence by de- 
fendants and plaintiff. He will submit 
a report in the course of a few weeks. 

In the meantime the school will be re- 
moved to Atlanta, where it will be con- 
ducted on a large Scale. 

Mrs. Livingston Mims’ will be a mem- 
Der of the advisory board when the in- 
stitution is inaugurated in Atlanta. Mrs. 
Armstrong is a relative of Mrs. Mims. 

Mr. Armstrong will not break up his 
farm, but will remain in "Wilkes, to- 
gether with one son.

I€ is ‘highly significant that in the 
votes taken in the two first southern 
legislatures which have met since the 
Panama ussion was precipitated, 
the ex mn has been practically 
unanimous in favor of the ratification 
of the treaty, as the most certain and 
direct method to insure the actuai be- 
ginning of the work of canal construc 
tion. 


Public sentiment in Louisiana and 
Mississippi, as expressed in thesé two 
legislative votes, is but an echo of 
public opinion in eve other 
southern’ state. The material in- 
terests of this section are to be 
more directly benefited by an 
isthmian canal than are those of 
any other part of the union, and it is 
eminently appropriate’ that southern 
legislatures, and southern commercial 
organizations, should iead the way in 
official expression favoring prompt 
and positive action by .congress. 

This canal question hhs been hung 
up in the air for more than half a 
century and if wie Panama treaty is 
not ratified, throwing the whole prob- 
lem again into the uncertain sea of 
negotiation, the youngest man now 
alive will perhaps not live to see the 
waters of the two oceans ijinked by an 
isthmian connection between North 
and South America. 

In this connection The Constitution 
publishes elsewhere today an inter- 
esting statement from Hon. J. M. 
Dickinson, of Chicago, well known 
the general counsel of the TIllindis 
Central railroad, and who, as ar 
dent of Nashville, Tenn.—of wh 
state he was for years a highly hon- 
cored citizen—was first assistant attor- 
ney general of the United States un- 
der the last Cleveland administration. 
Judge Dickinson served with emfnent 
distinction on the supreme bench of 
Tennessee. 

No living American lawyer stands 
higher, and no one has the interests of 
his country, and particularly of the 
south, more at heart. While Mr. 
Dickinson speaks only for himself in 
his communication, published  else- 
where on this page, it is a well known 
fact that the great railroad system 
with which he is so prominently con- 
nected is a pioneer in the matter of 
southern development. It has worked 
systematically and unceasingly, spend- 
ing millions of dollars, in attracting 
outside capital to the south, in bring- 
ing people to this section, and in de- 
veloping the resources ¢< the south- 
ern states through which it operates. 
Mr. Dickinson’s expression is of spe- 
cial interest’to southern thought and 
southern progress, and it is presented 
as a valuable contribution to the Pan- 
ama discussion—especially to that 
phase of the discussion which seeks 
tc emphasize the point that the south 
more than any other section of the 
union, is to be the beneficiary of an 
isthmian canal; and that it is accord- 
ingly interested in getting a canal 
when it can, instead of postponing the 
question to future generations. * 


As to the Isle of Pines. 

Although the matter may not ap- 
pear to.,be of much national impofi- 
ance, no little interest exists through- 
out the country ir the fate of the 
Isle of Pines, which, by the terms of 
the treaty of Paris, is technically 
United States territory, but whichgis 
apparently on the point of being 
ceded to the republic of Cuba as an act 
of comity on the part of Uncle Sam. 
The treaty which carries with it the 
proposed transfer of ibis beautiful 
and valuable island to Cuba is still 
pending in the United States senate 
and likely soon to be acted upon in 
executive session. 

Those Americans who are informed 
as to the validity of our title to the 
Isle of Pines and itsS siraiegic and 
commercial importance as an Amer:i- 
Can possession, are not so quick to fa- 
yor handing it over to Cuban owner- 
ship. On the contrary, they are pretty 
generally in favor of retaining the 
property as a vaiuable national asset, 
and for reasons that should be gen- 
erally understood by the American 
reople before the political fate of the 
island is settled beyond recall. 


It being about to be settled that the 
Panama canal is to be dug at once by 
the Unitea States, the quegiion of 
holding this island is of no mean, im- 
rcrtance at the present juncture. The 
reason should be understood and 
weighed intelligently. The Isle of 
Fines is 300 miles nearer the Panama 
canal than the nearest American coai 
ing station recently established on the 
coast of Cuba. It centains two fine 
harbors with channels nearly tuirty 
feet deep, one of which would afford 
anchorage for the entire American 
navy, with a small amount of dreilg- 
ing. It controls the entire wesiefn 
half of the southern coast of Cuba and 
is the nearest land to the coast of 
Yucatan and Mexico. In short, the 
Igle of Pines is the key to those vast 
southern gulf waters teeming with 
tropical commerce and soon to be of 
vastly greater maritime importance. 
Are not these obvious strategic advan- 
tages of enough magnitude to enlist 
the interest of the senate of the 
United States and cause it to think 
twice before parting with a most de- 


sirable piece of property as a senti- 


> 
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The idea that the Isle of Pines is 
comparatively worthless and undesira- 
ble for American colonization is en- 
tirely erroneous. It is amazingly fer- 
tile, the climate is so perfect that 
Americans do not find it necessary to 
become acclimated, and there hag 
never been a case of malaria or yellow 
fever on the island. But one of the 
chief considerations that should influ- 
ence the United States senate to hesi- 
tate before throwing the island away 
is the fact that the island is already 


‘American in its materia] development 


and, to adarge extent, in population. 
The American colonists who have de- 
veloped it, in so far as it has been de- 
veloped, did so with the promise and 
belief that it was American territory. 
Have they no citizenship rights and 
patriotic sensibilities that merit con- 
sideration at the hands of their coun- 
trymen? 

And then it must be remembered 
that we may need the Isle of Pines in 
our business. 


Gereral Gordon’s Illness. 

The announcement of the serious 
illness which has overtaken General 
John B: Gordon on his Florida planta- 
tion will be received with apprehen- 
sion and profound concern throughout 


} the south. 


The famous confederate chieftain 
and brave follower of the star that 
Was obscured at Appomattox, has 
probably a stronger hold upon the 
admiration and affections. of the fast 
fading survivors of that desperate 
Struggle than any living chieftain 
who participated in the sanguinary 
conflict of the ’60s. His presence on 
the platform at reunions of the gld 
battalions and in lecture auditoriums 
throughout the country never fails to 
provoke instantaneous and hearty 
tributes of applause. 

General Gordon’s services in peace 
have been no less valiant and patri- 


‘otic than in way, and he has exempli- 


fied the spirit of Georgia’s sturdy 
manhood in the position of the state’s 
chief executive, and as her represen- 
tative in the genate of the United 
States. 

His sudden aftack in Mississippi 
several months ago caused a shock of 
surprise to-~his thousands of loyal 
friends, who hope that his physical 
strength and resolute courage will 
prove victor over the serious malady 
that now assails. 

The Constitution expresses the sin- 
cere hope of the whole south when it 
prays for General Gordon’s rapid and 
complete recovery from his illness. 


“Baby Ruth’s” Doath. 

The whole American nation bows 
in sympathetic sorrow with former 
President and Mrs. Cleveland today 
in the death chamber of their first 
born. 

Ruth Cleveland is dead—14-year-old 
Ruth, but always “Baby Ruth” to the 
tender hearts of the American people. 
The end came during a mild attack 
of diphtheria, at the Princeton, N. J 
home of the Clevelands, yesterday, the 
first affliction of the kind to darken 
the door of an ideal, happy American 
home. 

The dead child, who held such a 
warm and unique place in the senti- 
ments of millions of her countrymen, 
was born in New York and as 
an infant the love and gifts of a na- 
tion were lavished upon her. Her 
toddling steps and lisping lips were 
watched with tender interest by all, 
and even after Mr. Cleveland returned 
ta private life, the masses were ever 
eager to hear a word of the growth 
and school life of the nation’s little 
girl. Her promise of the queenly wo- 
manhood of her generally beloved 
mother, the .deally beautiful and rc~- 
cious “first lady of the land,” was ex- 
ceedingly gratifying to the many who 
watched over her babyhood and who 
can scarcely now realize that the lit- 
tle cherub is locked in the gentle last 
sleep when ker reluctant feet wero 
pausing where the brook and river 
meet. 

The Constitution voices universal 
American sentiment when it gives ex- 
pression of its profound sympathy to 
the bereaved family. 

The Florida Canal. 
(From The S8t. Louis Globe-Democrat.) 

One of Florida’s senators, Taliaferro, 
kas introduced a bill for the appropriation 
of $25,000 for a preliminary survey of a 
feasible route for a canal across the up- 
per end of Florida, which would save the 
hundreds of miles of distance in passing 
around the promontory. This would make 
the journey safer, as well as speedier, for 
there is a good deal of bad sea around 
the Key West quarter. The Atlantic and 
the gulf ports are all interested in the 
proposed shortening of the route between 
the Gulf of Mexico and the big ocean, 
It would make a 4ifference of a day 
or more in the length of the trip from 
New York or Baltimore to New Orleans 
or Galveston. Both coasts, therefore, 
may be expected to usé their influence to- 
ward passing the bill looking to the build- 
ing of the Florida short cut. 

Something like a quarter of a century 
ago there Was much talk about the con- 
struction of a canal across the upper 
end of the Florida promontory, east and 
west, but .that age did not take kindly 
to canal projects. The Atlanta Consti- 
tution has recently revived the scheme, 
and the Panama canal will create influ- 
ences which will be favorable to it. Not 
only are New Orleans, Galveston, Mo- 
bile, Pensacola and the other ports on 
the gulf interested in this project, but 
the entire Mississippi valley has a stake 
in it. With the Atlantic seaboard and 
the great valley, the north andthe south, 
pulling in the same direction on this 
question, it would appear that the Flor- 
idg canal project would have a good 
chance for enactment. It would be very 
hard to inject ‘any politics into this 
scheme, and probably nobody will attempt 
to, Senator Taliaferro’s proposition ought

THE SOUTH AND PANAMA CANAL 


Views of a Distinguished Tennesseean, Now General 
Counsel of the Illinois Central Railroad. 


Editor Constitution: I have seen with 
gratification the stand you have taken 
with regard to the Panama treaty. In 


‘my opinion the interests of the south are 


more bound up with the success of this 
than any other one issué now before us. 
The republic of Panama is a certainty. 
It has been recognized by several other 
nations besides the United States. The 
party are 
not responsible in any way for whatever 
may have led up to the revolution. They 
can act on the treaty and deal with the 
republic without condoning anything that 
may be subject to criticism, if anything 
is subject to criticism, on the part of the 
United States government, in regard to 
that movement. If they take the position 
that the treaty shall not be ratified on 
account of anything leading up to the 
establishment of the republic, the logic 
would be then that the treaty can never 
be ratified as long as Panama is not 
forced back under the dominion of 
Colombia. 

The south is more interested in having 
the canal than any other part of the 
country. Whatever may have been the 
differences of opinion in regard to the 
two routes, the question in regard to 
Panama has reached that stage that the 
canal would be a certainty if the treaty 
is ratified. If the treaty is defeated, 
the whole question will be thrown into 
confusion, and it may be that the secret 
influences, which doubtless are cooperat- 
ing against the Panama treaty, will be 
just as alert to defeat any realization of 
a canal by way of Nicaragua. Even 
looking at it from the most favorable 
aspect, the movement will be thwarted 
for years. If the democratic party, with 
anything Hke united force, combines with 


a few republicans to defeat the Panama 
plan on the ground stated, then it may 


‘be expected that the republicans will op- 


pose any plan that shall be backed by 
the democrats as a party. The almost 
sure consequence is that the movement 
will be set back for ‘more than a decade. 
The south is more interested in having 
a canal than it is In giving a mere rebuff 
to the republican party, and its interest 
should not be made a football for any 
such temporary party advantage. 

I believe that those who represent the 
material interests of the south, especially 
those states whose commerce is largely 
tributary to gulf ports, are in favor 
of a prompt ratification of the treaty, 
and that if their views find expression 
it will be by such ratification. Such 
interestg”are not organized and are slow 
to move in concert. I believe that if the 
great interests involved shall be properly 
presented to those who represent the 
commercial, manufacturing and farming 
interests of the south, they will speedily 
make it plain that they regard the rati- 
fication of this treaty as paramount to 
every other issue that may be asso- 
ciated with it. 

I trust that the press of the south 
will ascertain and give expression to 
what may be the true convictions of our 
people on this subject. If I am right in 
my understanding of the situation (and 
I have come to this eonclusion from talk- 
ing to a great many representative men 
of different interests of the south), I 
believe that a timely conference between 
our people and the senators who repre- 
sent them will result in a speedy ratifi- 
cation of the treaty.

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DEMOCRATIC PRECEDENT 
AND THE PANAMA CANAL 


Editor Constitution: When my father, 
Jo#feph E. Brown, was in the United 
States senate he advocated the digging, 
under the auspices of our government, 
of the Nicaragua canal. I have, until 
within the past twelve months, been in 
aceord with the views he then held, but 
I believe that were he now living he 
would possibly modify his views on the 
subject, since, on a memorable occasion, 
he used the words, “The world moves 
and I propose to move with it.’ 

There is one point which I have never 
seen raised, although it may have been, 
which for years has seemed to me to be 
vital to the maintenance of the Nicara- 
gua canal, if it be dug instead of one 
at Panama. I refer to the water sup- 
ply, to the equilibrium between inflow 
and outflow at Lake Nicaragua. 

It is probably generally known that 
the only outlet of the lake is the San 
Juan river, which flows eastward into Ahe 
Caribbean sea. The lake’s sources of sup- 
ply are inflowing rivers and smaller 
streams. It is proposed, partly by ca- 
nalization and partly by using the river’s 
course, aided by locks, to ascend from 
the level of the Caribbean sea to the 
level of Lake Nicaragua, thence to use 
the water of the lake for nearly 60 miles, 
thence to dig a canal from a point on 
the western shore of the lake to Brito 
on the Pacific ocean. I think I state 
the proposition correctly. 

This western portion of the canal 
leaves the lake, I believe, at thé mouth 
a small stream called Rio Lajas, 
which flows into the lake, when it flows 
E. G. Squier, in his book, ‘‘Nic- 
aragua,* page 659, says: “The Rio Lajas 
is a running stream for only part of the 
year.” Again, Squier, who, by the way, 
was United States minister to Nicara- 
gua, shows that the level of the lake is 
higher in the rainy season than in the 
dry season. He adds (Idem, p. 661): 
“The greatest rise in the lake is 5 feet. 
Therefore the combined causes of out- 
flow fhrough the San Juan river and 
evaporation, which is powerful in hot 
climates, lower the level of this great 
lake, which is nearly 100 miles long by 
40 wide, as much as 5 feet a year. 

The canal, as discussed by Squier in 
1859, was proposed to have a depth of 
17 feet. But as the demands of modern 
commerce are for a depth of at least 35 
feet we must add 18 feet to the following 
figures, given on pag 659-60 of his 
book, from which we quote: 

“Returning now to the lake and pro- 
ceeding from I7 feet depth of water, Op- 
posite the mouth of the Rio Lajas, in 
the direction of the outlet of the lake 
at San Carlos, there is ample depth of 
water for vessels of all sizes for a dis- 
tance of about 5! miles to a point half 
a mile south of the Boacas islands, where 
the water shoals rapidly to 14 feet, for 
fle remaining 5 !-2 miles to San Carlos 
the depth averages only 9 feet at low and 
14 feet at high water. For this dis- 
tance, therefore, an average under-water 
excavation of 8 feet in depth would be 
required to carry out the plan of a canal 
of 17 feet deep.” 

Now, if the lake where the San Juan 
river leaves it is only 9 feet deep, the 
river starts with that depth, consequent- 
ly the upper end of the river and a chan- 
nel 5 1!-2 miles behind it, in the lake, 
must be dug 26 feet deeper than the 
presént bed. Then, at the other end, 
a new outlet 35 feet deep and at least 
200 feet wide, must be dug, leading to 
the Pacific ocean. This new outlet would 
necessarily draw from the lake a large 
amount of “water, daily disturbing the 
equilibrium established for ages. In, cer- 
tainly a few years, it would lower the 
general level of the lake, necessitating 
the deepening of the under-water chan- 
nel 5 1-2 miles long through the bed of 
the lake. Unless the first locks at each 
end were at the level of the lake the 
early result would be the lowering of the 
water in the canals. The ultimate result 
would inevitably beso. Then,the two wu 
ends of the canal and the under-water 
channel in the lake would have to have 
their bottoms lowered. Evaporation 
would te a factor in hastening this gen- 
eral résult. By the time the hundred 
years had passed what would be the gen- 
eral condition? How much money would 
we have expended in deepening the upper 
sections of the canal? How much would 
commerce have been retarded by ships 
scraping the bottom and the work of 
lowering the bottom? And all this time 
with the lake growing shallower, the 
evaporation would have greater power. 
Yet,/with the lesser surface exposed to 
evaporation, the humidity of the atmos- 
pliere in the region about the lake would 
decrease, resulting in the drying up of 
many of the smaller streams flowing into 
the lake. How Many years would pass 


| Seeeee the outflow through the two ends 
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of the canal would by far exceed the vol- 
ume of the inflow? 

Now I cofitend that it cannot fairly 
be asserted that this is an unreasonable 
prediction. We have examples of lakes 
dried up by evaporation or exhausted 
by drainage. When Cortez overthrew 
Montezuma’s empire, one-fifth of the sur- 
face of the valley of Mexico was covered 
by lakes. The Spaniards stupidly cut 
down the forests on the mountain sides 
and in the valley and even the largest 
of the lakes is now nearly as Small as 
was once the smallest. In Scrope’s “‘Vol- 
canoes in France’’ we read that, as the 
result of earthquakes, riving the ridges 
asunder, the lakes were drained. And, 
yet further, a generation ago the govern- 
ment of Holland with pumps, after sev- 
eral years of work, drained the Haarlem 
Zee, a lake covering, I believe, 22,000 
acres. If, therefore, the Haarlem Zee 
was drained by pumps alone, what might 
We expect would be the fate of Lake 
Nicaragua with two outlets opened, ene 
on either side, each 35 feet deep and at 
least 200 feet wide? This question does 
not ignore the fact that there is now 
one outlet 9 feet wide, as shown in the 
extract from Squier’s book, already 
quoted. I confess that I have not seen 
the reports of the engineers of the pres- 
ent day, but I assume that although the 
proportions may vary the fact will re- 
main that the digging of a canal large 
enough for the demands of modern com- 
merce, with the likelihood that the size of 
ships will increase in the future, will 
go increase the outflow from Lake Nica- 
ragua as to bring, by natural causes, the 
results I have forecast. 

I have not referred to the ceircvm- 
stances attending the eStablishment of 
the republic of Panama, a republic rec- 
ognized by the leading nations of Eu- 
rope, Asia and South America, besides 
the United States, but I remember per- 
fectly well reading several months be- 
fore it occurred the threats of the Pan- 
amans to secede from Colombia if Co- 
lombia’s congress refused to ratify the 
Hay-Herran treaty. I think it no strange 
coincidence that we had a gunboat in a. 
day or two’s steaming when the seces-| 
sion occurred. About a year before that’ 
Admiral Dewey had almost all of our 
fleets hear there. And with our great 
interests now in the Caribbean waters it 
would be a'‘reflection on our government 
if we did not always keep some vessels 
in them. Commander Hubbard's report 
to the effect that he had forty-two ma- 
rines Available to land and protect the 
railroad and American lives and proper« 
ty would indicate, however, that our gove 
ernment had not massed any great part 
of our force in protecting distance of the 
secessionists. His statement, however, 
that the Colombian General Torres 
threatened to ‘‘open fire on the town of 
Colon and Kill every United States citi- 
zen in the place’’ is proof that we ought 
to have had a war ship right there. And 
unequivdcal is his statement, “My attt. 
tude throughout was strictly neutral ag 
between the two parties, my only pur- 
pose being to protect the lives and prop- 
erty of American citizens, and to pre. 
Serve the free and uninterrupted transit 
of the isthmus.” 

Inasmuch as the Colombian congress 
proposed to defer definite consideration 
of the camal treaty till October 31, 1904, 
by which date the limit of time allowed 
to the French Panama Canal Company 
would have expired, and when the Co- 
lombian government unblushingly de- 
clared that by its own deliberate policy 
of delay it would put itself in position to 
commit, under the forms of law, the 
most infamous steal which has ever dis- 
graced an American nation, it is hard 
for me to see how some of our people 
condemn our government and sympathize 
with Colombia, how they would see the 
new republic, our friend, throttled by 
Colombia, which said, before the seces- 
sion. that she could not constitutionally 
ratify the treaty which means untold 
benefit’ to our section, but now Says that 
if we will deliver the new republic to her 
again she will immediately ratify the 
treaty! How benevolent (!) is that con- 
science which would protect not only 
the most unblushing, but the most in- 
consistent rascal among American na- 
tionaHties at the expense not merely of 
our almost vital interests, but also to the 
detriment of the interests of the entire 
civilized world. IBM a partisan, sec- 
tional, southern democrat, hence am 
pleased to see that the republican admin- 
istration has based “its action in this 
Panama canal business on the doctrine 
laid down by that partisan democrat, 
Lewis Cass. On that doctrine our sec- 
tionalism, our democracy, our American- 
ism, our consciences can stand.

J. Ernest Stallings, Jr., the !l-year- 
old son of J. E. Stallings, a well known 
and popular mail carrier, was held up and 
robbed late Wednesday afternoon by two 
unknown negroes, who also made an at- 
tempt to murder the boy with a dirk.

The boy carries a route for an after- 
noon paper and he had almost concluded 
delivering his papers when robbed. 

The youth was walking @ ong Logan 
avenue about dark when was met 
by two negro men, who stopped him and 
commanded him to give up all of his 
money. Stallings responded that he had 
no money, but the negroes insisted that 
he did. 

‘Well, if I have, I have got no money 
for you,” bravely retorted the boy. 

Pulling a dirk one of them made a 

wicious lunge at Stallimgs’ throat. The 

boy quickly threw his paper sack in 
front of his face and the sack caught 
the keen weapon. The dirk tore a 
great gash in the sack and went en- 
tirely through three papers. 

The frightened boy then told the ne- 
@roes he would give them all the money 
he had and turned over to them 25 cents 
and the bundle of clothing. The assail- 
ents then backed away into the park 
woods and disappeared. Young Stallings 
hurried to his home and reported the 
matter.

The old shawl that she had 
worn on the street had been put aside, 
the other extra apparel that she had 
worn for protection and which gave her 
the appearance of a bundle of old cast- 
off garments, these had all been laid 
aSide, her hair was neatly dressed and 
she was trim in coarse but clean and well 
fitting clothes. But it was the manners 
of the old woman that struck me the 
most—so resigned, so cheerful, but I soon 
learned the secret. of all this precious- 
ness. She read me a verse of her own 
composition in explanation of her cheer- 
ful mood and as it explained it to me I 
think it will explain to the reader, Here 
it is: 


“What care we for the sleet or snow?

I have raised 
them, and there is one other, a girl> older 
than these; she is away gt school.” 

This was another surprise to me, this 
having a girl off at school, and I plainly 
showed it, but I kept quiet and allowed 
the old woman to proceed. 

“Their father was a railroader. He 
was killed while in the service of that 
road out there, and as the road was in 
no way to blame for the death, we re- 
ceived no damages. I had this home and 
I brought the children heree, and God has 
provided for us thus far and I think that 
He always will.’’ ‘ 

About this time three shrill whistles 
came from a locomotive up the road, and 
the children gathered their basket and 
hastily scampered away. 

“That is a signal,’’ said the old woman, 
“that is one of the providences that has 
been with us through every winter—now 
see for yourself how good the Lord is.”’ 

Without knowing what to expect, I step- 
ped to the door, and as the locomotive 
came opposite the cabin the engineer 
waved a greeting to the children while 
@ man on the tender threw off lump after 
lump of coal. This was astonishing to 
me also, and the old woman exclaimed: 

“That is the way we get our coal, It 
began the first winter after the chii- 
dren’s father was killed. A good en®gi- 
neer began the thing on his own respon- 
sibility at first, but the officers of the 
road approved it and it grew to be the 
custom. The children know every engi- 
neer on the road, and they all have their 
signals that the children have !earned as 
well as they have the men. Only a few 
lumps are thrown froin each engine that 
passes and it is never missed by them, 
but it is a great blessing to us, and we 
thank God for it. At Christmas they 
throw off something besides coal, Santa 
Claus, you know, and then there is 
great rejoicing.”’ 

“But the girl at school,’”’ I ventured, 
when I saw that the old woman was 
through; “how about her?’ 

“Another sweet providence,” said she, 
‘that is all the way that I put it, but’— 
and the old eyes twinkled with gladness— 
“as it seems curious to you, I will in- 
form you that she is well cared for, and 
it is for her that I sell kindling in the 
city or do any other honest work that 
comes my way.” 


All of this has been a pleasing reve- 
lation to me, and others who may see a 


lagged old- woman selling ‘‘kindling’’ in 
Atlanta need waste no pity on hes, for 
she, I ween, is happier than many a king 
in his palace, and lives in a faith that is 
truly sublime.

BOARD DECIDES 
WHAT IT WANTS 


Water Department Seeks 
Some Permanent Im- 
provements, 


For the purpose of deciding what ap- 
portionments council’s finance committee 
will be asked to give the water works 
department this year, the finance com- 
mittee of the board of water commission- 
ers met yesterday afternoon in the board 
room at the city hall. 

A report will be made to a meeting of 
the board during the next few days and a 
committee will then be appointed to go 
before the finance committee before it 
makes up its January apportionment sheet 
and make a request for the money, 

The finance committee of the water 
board estimates that the income of the 
water department from rents this year 
will aggregate $200,000, - being an increase 
of almost $25,000 over the receipts from 
the same source last year. 

For fixed charges, the board requests 
practically the same amount it received 
last year. Some of the items are larger 
and some are smaller. 

Following are the extraordinary appor- 
tionments that will be asked for: 

Payment on the new pump, $20,000. 

Foundations and installation of new 
pumps, $20,000. 

Payment for new reservoir site, $10,000. 

Building of new reservoir, $20,000. 

Duplicate pipe Iine between the two 
pumping stations, $100,000. 

For the new filters at the Hemphill 
pumping station, as much as the finance 
committee can afford to give the depart- 
ment, 

The board estimates that the work of 
constructing the new reservoir will take 
three years and will cost $58,000. It is be- 
lieved that about $20,000 worth of work 
can be done this year.

This underground system was started 
two or three years ago. An earnest 4p- 
peal to cauneil’s finance committee was 
made for it last year by Chairman J. M. 
Stephens, of the board of electrical con- 
trol. As a result the boafd was given 
$5,000 with which to complete the sys- 
tems. 

Bids were secured and the contract for 
the cables for the underground system 
was awarded to the Safety Insulated 
Wire and Cable Company, of New York 
and New Jersey. 

The cables arrived in Atlanta several 
weeks ago and the work of placing.them 
in the conduits began at once. 

Fire Chief Joyner and Police Chief 
Ball have been very anxious to have 
the underground systems completed, be- 
cause of the difficulty of keeping in 
proper condition the overhead system. 
The wires are continually becoming fis- 
arranged and each department is forced 
to keep one man at work in Straighten- 
ing them. 

The completion of the’ underground sys- 
tem will mean the removal of many 
more poles from fe streets, an end to- 
ward which the city has been working 
for several years.

BAILIFF FOUND - 
DOORS LOCKED 


Lawyer Advises Client To 
Protect Herself Against 
Money Lenders. 


A money-lending case was tried in 
Justice Bloodworth’s court yesterday, 
which had some interesting features. 
Harriet Meadors, a negro woman, was 
arraigned on the charge of disposing of 
mortgaged property. She had borrowed 
$5 from the May Loan Company and 
given a mortgage on her furniture. She 
paid $2 on the debt, and a claim for 
$6.80 was made out against her. A bailiff 
from Justice Bloodworth’'s court served 
a paper on her and she locked up her 
furniture and the bailiff only saw a part 
of the furniture. She went to Lawyer 
S. C. Crane and he advised her to keep 
the furniture locked up. The prosecutor 
thereupon issued a warrant charging her 
with disposing of mortgaged property. 

The money was borrowed on November 
17, 1903, and it was claimed she owed the 
$6.80 besides the $2 payment. 

Justice Bloodworth held that the 'wo- 
man was guilty of disposing of mortgaged 
property because she locked her doors. 
Lawyer Crane demurred.to this decisioa. 
In view of the fact that the bailiff had 
seen a part of the property and did not 
levy upon it, the warrant was dismissed. 

Lawyer Crane says that the mortgage 
covered everything in the. woman's house 
and if the levy had been made she would 
Nave been left without household furni- 
ture while she was ill in bed.

POPE RECKONS 
WITHOUT HOST 


Mexico Will Not Enter Into 
Diplomatic Relations With 
Vatican. 


Mexico City, January 7.—The news from 
Rome that Pope Pius X has appointed 
Mer. Serafino, bishop of Spoleto, apos- 
tolic delegate to Mexico instead of apos- 
tolic visitor, as was reported, excites 
some interest here as the telegram as- 
serts that the vatican considers this as 
the first step towards the resumption of 
diplomatic relations between Mexico and 
the holy see. 

Under the present circumstances there 
appears no Hkelfhood that the Mexican 
government intends to resume direct re- 
lations with the vatican. The existing 
constitution makes distinct the separation 
of church and the state and the. govern- 
ment grants impartial protection to all 
denominations. The reform laws decreed 
in the time of President Juarez are in 
force and nobody thinks of repeating 
them. For these reasons there is some 
curiosity general here as to what ground 
the vatican has for believing it can enter 
into diplomatic relations with § this 
country.

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WHERE BUTTONS GROW. 
Most of Them Are the Nut ofa Cen- 

tral American Palm Tree. 

_ (From Popular Mechanics.) 

No, the very ivory buttons you wear 
do not represent the death of an elephant 
in the wilds of Africa: your pearl but- 
tons were probably never fearer than you 
took them to the shell of a bivalve mol- 
lusk, and the probabilities are that no 
rubber trée was ever tapped to produce 
the hard rubber buttons that adorn your 
Down in. Central America 
there is a frult-producing palm that has 
quite metamorphosed the button business 
and formed the nucleus for one of the 
most important industries in the United 
‘States. The seed of this fruit contains a 
milk that is sweet to the taste and rel- 
ished by the natives. The milk, when 
allowed to remain in the nut long enough, 
becomes indurated and turns ‘into a sub- 
stance as brittle and hard as the ivory 
from the elephant’s tusk. The plant that 
produces these nuts is called the ivory 
plant. Most of the buttons now used it 
America, whether termed ivory, pear, 
rubber, horn or bone, come from this 
ivory plant. Thus the probabilities are 
that your buttons are made from a veke- 
table milk, and they grow on bushes. 

The ivory plant is one of the marvels 
of the age, and is rewarding its growers 
with vast fortunes. The nuts are brought 
to the United States by the ship load 
and hauled across the continent to the 
big button factories, from which thev 
issue forth in every conceivable design, 
color, grade and classification of button. 

The ivory plant has recently been dis- 
covered in California, but the nut ft pro- 
duces in its wild state is of inferior pual- 
ity and will not make good buttons. It 
is believed, though, that with the proper 
cultivation ‘he fruit would be as Valu- 
able ag the Central American.’ If so, 
the growing of buttons in America would 
become an industry of importance se? 
ond only to the growing of corn, wheat 
and cotton, for everybody wears buttons. 

The best ivory nut for commercial pur- 
poses is found on the banks of the River 
Magdalena, in the United States of Co- 
lombia, where by some it is called the 
Tagua palm. The fruit forms a globular 
head about twice the size of a man’s 
head and weighs from 20 to 28 pounds. 
The head tis 2 tind of cluster of bulbs, 
and in all contains from fifty to. stxty 
seeds. The seeds are allowed to dry and 
are harvested several times a year by 
the natives. 

The Apparel Gazette, the great doaltre’ 
authority on everything that people wear, 
says: “The ivory nut is used almost 
solely in the manufacture of buttons. 
though some factories also make poker 
chips from them. The nut. howeV®r, has 
superseded the archaic mud, rubber and 
bone Duttons tn vogue formerly. It Ad- 
mits of wider and more varied treat- 
ment for this purnose than any other 
known substance and is easily worked. 
The United States consumes more than 


} one-half of the worlds product of fvory 


nuts, and nine-tenths of the vegetabla 
ivory its manufactured into buttons. 

“When the nut reaches the button fae- 
tory it is cut into three slabs. In the 
process of cutting out the button ifs par- 
tially shaned. Afterwards the thread 
holes are drilled and countersunk. The 
button is then sent to the polisher, who 
uses the savings and powder made in 
drilling to polish them in thelr white 
Afterwards they are sent to the 
designer, who traces on the buttons tin 
indelible dyes the designs needed to mak® 
them mateh the various weaves, coloring 
and textures of fabrics After receiving 
these outlines,.if the buttons are to re- 
main smooth and receive another eoat of 
coloring, they are put into dyes, Jf they 
are to be stamped with a segreated pat- 
tern they are pu into a pressing m4- 
chine fitted with dies of the pattern de- 
sired.”’ 


“Just One Wife—I Swear.”

Reed Smoot seems neither abashed nor 
discouraged by the petitions that continue 
to pour into the senate asking for his 
expulsion because of his connection with 
the Mornton church.

I realize that the 
fight is not against me, but against my 
church.,”’ . 

“But, senator,” it was 
yesterday a letter was -elved by a 
member of the committee on privileges 
and elections from a clergyman in Utah 
saying he knew you had more than one 
wife, and that if the committee would 
summon him to Washington he would 
prove his charges.”’ 

The Mormon §apostle’s 
flashed.

I suppose. That report is a mistake. I 
do not deny that polygamy is practiced 
to a limited extent among our church 
membership.
